Persistent Rumors That the 
Russian Vladivostok Squadron 
Has een Destroyed, 


FHUR RUSSIAN SHIPS 


VIELOED TO JAP FIRE 


Nothing Has Been Learned to Con- 


firm the Report, But in Every 
xuropean Capital Reports 
of Japanese Victory 
Are Rife.

ONDON, March 9.—All dis- 


patches received here indi- 
cate that there has been a 


decisive naval engagement between 
the Russian Vlagivostok squadron 
and the Japanese fleet in the sea of 
Japan. 

The dispatches seem to indicate 
that the Russian cruisers have been 
destroyed or capturea, though noth- 


ing confirmatory has been received.

If the fleets have met, as re- 
ports indicate, it is likely that the 
Japanese have won, as they outnum- 
bered the Russians in ships and 
guns. 


GREAT NAVAL BATTLE 

HAS PROBABLY BEEN FOUGHT 
Tokio, March 8.—Tuesday.—It. is. -be- 
lieved here that there has already been 
& decisive riaval engagement in the vi- 
cinity of Vladivostok and tidings of it 
are anxiously awatted. The Japanese 
fleet did not, it is sald, go to Viadivos-, 
tok for the burpose of bombarding the 
town, but to locate and attack the armor- 
ed cruisers Gromober, Rosia, Rurik and 
the crulser Bogatyr, the Russian fleet 
stationed there. It is understood here 
that when the Japanese fieet arrived 
there on Sunday last it found the Rus- 
sian squadron absent. If this is true 
it gave the Japanese squadron advant- 
ages in the way of avoiding a battle 
close to the inshort batteries, at the 
same time puttting it into position to 
prevent the Russian ships re-entering 
the harbor. It is doubed that the Jap- 
es¢ withdrew their entire squadron $ un- 
less the location of the enemy § had 
been discovered, as it meant surrendering 
the advantage of being in a position be- 
tween the enemy and the enemy’s base. 

There is a strong possibility that the 
Japanese found the Russian ships in 
the vicinity of Possiet bay and gave them 
battle there. The’names and number 
of ships in the Japanese squadron have 
been kept secret but it is probably suffi- 
ciently strong to divide into two post!- 
tions, the one to guam Vladivostok and 
the other to cruise In search of the Rus- 
sian ships. 

It is reported the newly purchased 
cruisers, Nisshin and Kaisuga are tak- 
ing part in the present movement off 
Viadivostok. The navy department ex- 
pects to receive dispatches tomorrow 
from Gen San, where it was planned 
the fleet would call after the operation 
involving an attack upon the Russian 
squadron had been econcluded. The Jap- 
anese are quite confident in the ability 


of theif squadron to signally defeat the. 


Ruesian ships and laughingly say the 
big Russian cruisers which stand unusu- 
ally high out of the water, make excel- 
lent targets. 


NO NEWS OF SEA FIGHT

Remarkable Statement ’ in 
Regard to Attitude of 


United States, 


St. Petersburg, March 9.—The unde- 
fined misgivings existing !n very higb 
quarters here regarding ultimate aims 
and purposes of the foreign policy of the 
United States were voiced in the follow- 
ing remarkable statement to the Asso- 
ciated Press: 

“Were it not for a single unknown 
quantity, the European situation at pres- 
ent would be perfect as possible. For the 
avoidance of one thing, every chancellory 


'{n Europe has been straining every nervé 


—namely, to prevent the entanglement of 
this war. That 
unknown quantity ig your state depart- 
ment. The situation following the out- 
break of hostilities was exceedingly dei- 
icate and surcharged with dangerous pos- 
sibilities to the peace of the world and 
the level-headed statesmen of Europe 
instantly cooperated to make a general 
catastrophe impossible, when, almost at 
the inception Secretary, Hay’s circular 
note for the neutralization of China al- 
most ditched them. But, happily, he did 
not press it to a’point where differences 
were sure to have arisea, and, as it turn- 
ed out, owing ito the length to which 
the powers gave adhesion to its principle, 
it really contributed to the trend which 
all desired. The note might have proved 
disastrous did not the present moment 
find all of Burope practically in accord 
as to at should be done. The only 
place e uncertainty exists is Wash- 
ington. ° are at sea as to what to 
expect from Mr. Hay. American diplo- 
macy in these later days is so aggressive, 
so strikingly sudden in the way it pro- 
poses propositions to the remainder of 
the world, that we have not time to pre- 
pare for the shock. It is a veritable 
nightmare to Europe. The present situ- 
ation is like an algebraic problem—every 
quantity of the equation is known except

EIGHT RUSSIAN SHIPS 


SAID TO BE DISABLED | 


Tokio, March 9.—It is reliably asserted 
that when the Japanese attempted to 
block Port Arthur, February 24, the 
Russian torpedo boat destroyer, while 
trying to reenter the harbor, struck a 
mine and sank. 

Of the thirteen Russian 
side the harbor of Port Arthur, 
said, all are disabled except five. 

Minally, it is asserted that Whoang, 
Kishan fort at Port Arthur, was half 
destroyed by the Javanese shells, and 
that only th?ee: batteries are available. 

About 800 Chinese and Rugsian work- 
men have been rushing the repairs on 
the warships. 


SHELLS FIRED BY JAPS 
WOULD NOT EXPLODE 

St. Petersburg, March 9.—Somie inter- 
esting facts in connection with the first 
Japanese attack on Port Arthur are be- 
ginning to arrive. In the main it appears 
that the Japanese shells were defective 
and many of them, still tnexploded, were 
found lying about the streets. The coal 
supply at Port Arthur is said to be suf- 
ficient to last the warships for two years, 
but the docking facilities are inadequate. 
The one large dock at Port Arthur is 
unable to accommodate vessels of over 
50 feet beam. 

The Associated Press has received a 
chart showing the exact position of the 
warships during the bombardment of 
February 9. It shows the three torpedoed 
vessels aground near the entrance. 


WESTINGHOUSE MEN 
GIVE TO THE WAR FUND 

St. Petersourg, March 9.—The employees 
of the Russian Westinghouse Electric 
Company have donated [ per cent of 
their wages for war purposes, amounting 
to $300 monthly. This company has 
given $5,000, and. will duplicate’ the 
monthly offerings of its employees. 

Religious services were held in the fac- 
tory for the success of the Russian army, 
after which Director Smith addressed 
the employees, warning them not to be- 
lieve the reports of American hostility 
to the Russians. 


ALL RUSSIAN WARSHIPS 
AGAIN IN FIGHTINS TRIM 

Shanghai, March 9.—(From a Russian 
Correspondent of the Associated Press.) 
All the ships of the Port Arthur squad- 
ron are again in fightine trim. except the 
Retvizan, which is lying at the neck of 
the entrarce to the harbor and serves 
the purposs of a strong battery. 

The garrison at Port Arthur is 40,000 
strong and there are provisions enough 
for years.

BABIES ARE NUMEROUS 


President Smith, Recalled, Says 
Many of the Apostles Have Phu- 
ral Wives and Have Aid- 
ed in Swelling the 
Census Rolls. 


Washington, March 9.—Several officials 
of the Mormon church were today put 
on ‘the stand in the Senator Reed Smoot 
case before the senate committee on priv- 
ileges and elections to testify that they 
had plural wives and had continued to 
practice polygamous cohabitation since 
the manifesto of 1890. The large number 
that have continued that practice formed 
the feature of the evidence brought out. 
Just before adjournment for the day the 
committee held an executive session for 
the purpose of having read the unprint- 
able testimony in the Teasdale divorce 
case. 

The prosecution stated that {t had no 
more witnesses ready to put on the 
stand on account of the failure of sev- 
eral officials of the Mormon church to re- 
spond to the summonses issued for their 
appearance. President Joseph ¥F. Smith 
was asked to use hig influence to have 
the witnesses put In an appé@arance and 
he promised to get in communication 
with them !f ft was possible to do 6o. 


‘Loren Harmer, formerty a bishop of the 


Mormon church, was on the stand to- 
day, and gave the first testimony in. fa- 
vor of the defense that has been of- 
fered tHus far fn the elght days of the 
hearings. He said he was convicted of 
the crime of adultery and that he be- 
HNeved Reed Smoot was responsible for 
his arrest. 


President Smith Recalled. 

The seventh day of the hearing fn tha 
case of Senator Smoot was opened h-- 
fore the senate committe on privileges 
and elections by Attorney Taylor forthe 
prasecution, recalling President Joseph F. 
Smith, of the Mormon church, to the 
stand. Mr. Smith was questioned as to 
the interview he gave to a representative 
of the press in 1902. giving statistics in 
regard to the number of polygamists ir. 
Utah. 

Mr. Smith had said the entire inter- 


that statement he had said nothing fer 
the purpose of supporting the candidacy 
of Reed Smoot for the tnftea States 
senate. Upon hearing the interview read 
Mr. Smith admitted he had been quoted 
correctly in regard to Mr. Smoot and 


had urged his election. 


Polygamists a-Plenty. 

Mr. Smith said he was acquainted with 
Benjamin Clough, Jr.. president of the 
board of faculty of the Brigham Younz 
academy, and that he is reputed to he 
a polygamist. He also was asked about 
Abraham Cannon and if the charge had 
rot been made that he took a plural wife, 
Lillian Hamlin, since the manifesto’ of 
1890. 

Mr. Smith safd that had been a news- 
paper charge and he had paid no atten- 
tion to it.

CREAT FREDERICK 
LASHED BY BACON 


Georgian Will Have None of 
the Prussian King, 


Senator Bacon Bitterly Opposes Ap- 
propriation to Pay for Placing ~ 
of the Statue of Frederick 
at the City of Wash- 
ington. 


Washington, March 9.—During the last 
hours of the consideration of the army 
appropriation bill in the senate today Mr. 
Bacon entered a protest against the ac- 
ceptance of the statue of Frederick the 
Great, of Germany, tendered by Emperor 
William, basing his opposition on the 
ground that the former German king was 
not in sympathy with American institu- 
tions. Mr. Stewart defended him against 
what he characterized as Mr. Bacon's 
gross misrepresentations. The army ap- 
propriation bill was passed. 

Mr. Bacon speaking of the statue of 
Frederick said he meant no affront in 
what he might say either to the president 
or the German emperor, or the German 
people. He would be pleased to have 
Statues of many Germans erected in the 
capital of the United States, men dis- 
tinguished in science or the arts, such 
as Goethe or Wagner, for instance, ‘‘but,”’ 
“I do not believe that the 

statue of Frederick the 


of the United 
States."* He was sure at any rate that 
many felt that way and he was one of 
them. He said there is no single thing 
connected with the history of Frederick 
that would make him an ideal for the 
people of the United States, except his 
courage and devotion to his people, which 
all must admire. 


Not Consistent, Bacon Says. 

These qualities, Mr. Bacon continued, 
give Frederick high rank in history, but 
there is nothing in his character to stimu- 
late the people of the United States in 
the perfection of their institutions, 

“It is,’’ he said, ‘‘inconsistent with the 
traditions and the hopes of the people of 
the United States that there should be 
erected here a monument of the memory 
of the man who perhapstoa greater ex- 
tent than any other man in modern times 
was the type of absolutism.” 

Mr. Bacon also contended that no au- 
thority short of congress could with pro- 
priety assign a site in the national capi- 
tal for statues. 

Mr. Lodge asserted tHe war college 
grounds were on the same footing as the 
grounds at West Point, where monuments 
were erected upon the authority of the 
secretary of war. 

Mr. Bacon replied that his point was 
that congress had especial control of all 
public grounds in the District of Colum- 
bia. “We have,” he went on, “many 
men to whom, if we desired, we could 
erect statues.”’ 

Lee’s Name Mentioned. 

“Robert E. Lee, for instance,’’ suggested 
Mr. Carmack. 

‘But,’ Mr.

BRISTOW BASTED 
BY CONGRESSMEN 


His Report in Regard fo Post- 
office Bitterly Attacked 


Republicans Are as Angry as the 
Democrats and the Result Will 
Be a Thorough Investiga- 
tion of the Postal 
Department. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, March 9.—(Special.)—A 
congressional investigation of the post- 
office scandals seems inevitable. Demo- 
erats and republicans in the house of 
representatives agree that the Bristow 
report must be met by a searching con- 
gressionaj investigation of the rotten- 
ness in the postoffice department. The de- 
bate in the house today showed that the 
temper of both sides was against Bris- 
tow and both sides charged that he had 
gone out of his way to try and discredit 
members of congress who had acted in 
«he interest of their constituents to bolster 
up the cause of the postoffice department. 

Sensational speeches were made by 
Representatives Kitchen, of North Caro- 
lina, and Grosvenor, of Ohio, denouncing 
«ne Bristow report, both from democratic 
and republican point of view. Both 
speakers showed by official documents 
that the records of the department had 
been perverted to cast suspicion of 
“erafting’’ upon certain members of con- 
gress evidently with a view to divert- 
ing attention from other directions. 
‘Representative Overstreet, chairman of 
the postoffice committee, made a labored 
argument in favor of dropping the sub- 
ject as unworthy of serious considera- 
tion. He received no encouragement 
along that line. On the other hand the 
demands for a full investigation of the 
postoffice department in all its branches 
was received with hearty approval on 
both sides of the chamber. 

A bitter feeling was shown on the re- 
publican side against Mr. Bristow and 
the question was frequently asked, but 
unanswered, what was Bristow’s motive 
in dumping such a report down upon 
congress at this particular time?’ 
Leading republicans denounced Bristow 
as nu ‘“i1ibeler, a back-biter’ and declared 
that honorable men, who had any respect 
for themselves, could not afford to go in- 
to his office again in view of the gross 
misstatements made in his report, which, 
it was alleged, were premeditated and 
planned to ,cast reflections upon con- 
gressmen who were simp:y carrying out 
their duties by looking after the inter- 
ests of their constitucnts. There is much 
gossip and speculation as to what effect 
today’s debate will have upon the offi- 
cial status of Bristow. It is not ;eason- 
able to expect that the president will 
remove Bristow, but at the same time it 
was demonstrated by the records today 
that the report submitted by Bristow con- 
taired suspicious omissions. 

The democrats have contended all along 
that a full investigatiam of the posioffice 
department should be made by congress 
and recent developments indicate that 
their wish will. be gratified. After to-

Wilkesbarre, Pa., March 9.—The ice 
gorge at Clarks island below the town of 
Catawissa, has forced the water into 
Front and Water streets and scores of 
families have been compelled to seek 
refuge with their neighbors who live on 
higher ground. At West Catawassa the 
employees of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
end Western ralflroad station were com- 
gelled to leave the building because of the 
high water. ; 

At Bloomsburg today the boller rooms 
of many of the industries were flooded, 
putting out the fires and rendering it 
impossible to start the machinery. Asa 
result hundreds of persons are idle. The 
‘cellars and first floors of hundreds of 
dwelling houses are under water. The 
damage to property will be heavy. There 
fs almost a complete suspension of min- 
ing throughout the valley. The water is 
flowing into the collieries faster than it 
can be pumped out. Fully 8,000 miners 
are idle today. ‘ 

There is a total suspension of traffic on 
the Pennsylvania and Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western roads. 

The itcea which was carried down the 
river last night had formed a gorge near 
Plymouth which throws the back water 
into lower parts of Wilkesbarre. In con- 
geequence there is water in the streets 
and it is slowly rising. People have 
moved to the upper stories of their homes, 
the lower floors being completely covered 
with water. The entire southern sec- 
tion of the city is now under water. 
Firewood, a suburh, has been entirely de- 
perted by the residents, who escaped in 
boats.

He is 
suffering from blood poisoning with com- 
plications of stomach trouble and heart 
failure due to protracted illness. Heart 
stimulants and saline solutions are being 
administered but they are giving only in- 
different relief and hig death is beljeved 
to be a question of but a few hours. Mr. 
Croft’s brother, a physician of Aiken, 
S. C., is with him. 

Mr. Croft’s illness dates back about 
eight weeks, when he suffered an inflam- 
‘mation of the right hand due, it is believ- 


eed, primarily to a splinter which was 


removed from the palm after he had been 
sick several days. For a time the in- 
flammation decreased and Mr. Croft ap- 
parently was better; later, however, it 
again became acute and spread with 
greater virulence than before, the whole 
right forearm being affected.

Springfield, Ohio, March 9.—The situa- 
tion early this evening .was considered 
by the authorities to be more threatening 
than at any time since the beginning of 
the present race troubles. While Gov- 
ernor Herrick has not proclaimed a state 
of martial law, such a condition practi- 
caHy exists in the down town districts, 
and the burned portions of the town 
formerly occupied by the negro resorts. 
Ten companies of Ohio National Guard 
are on picket duty and seven more com- 
panies are expected. The saloons with-, 
out exception have been closed all after- 
noon and many other lines of business 
have practically ceased. It 1s estimated 
that full 25,000 people thronged the 
streets today, visiting the county fail, 
telegraph pole at Main and Fountain 
avenue, whene the negro Dixon was 
strung up and the burned out districts 
of the levee, ° 

As the result of repeated requests from . 
influential citizens, Mayor Bowlus has 
finally consented not only to close the 
remaining negro saloons, hotels and lodg- 
ing houses, which are under the ban of 
the mob, but has ordered the proprietors 
in every instance to move out all the 
intoxicating drinks and in some cases 
even the fixtures, including gambling ap- 
paratus, 

Mayor Bowlus today issued a proclama- 
tion warning people to keep off the streets 
and refrain from congregating in public 
Places. 

The mob has at no time shown any 
disposition to burn property other than 
that on the levee.

new thing in any southern state. Lynch- 
ings occur now and then in thie section 
in spite of public sentiment and official 
Vigilance, as was the case in the lynch- 
ing of the negro at Springfield, Ohio, Mon- 
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Race Hatred. — 

It is with regret that we say it, 
but in the light of the episode in 
Ohio, as it is set forth in the news of 
the day, The Constitution is com- 
pelled to conclude that, for some rea- 
son or other, the newspapers of the 
north do. not reflect the opinions and 
beliefs of the people they are sup 
posed to represent. They make a 
great show of doing so, and when the 


"whole south is to be taken to task 


for some lawless act, or for some 
outrage committed by individuals in 
a moment of excitement, and in the 
heat and fury of passion, they are as 
busy with their criticisms as a pair 
of chimney swallows are in scouring 
the skies in search of food. 

Not long ago, when the half-seri- 
ous, half-whimsical utterances of 
Governor Vardaman had aroused a 
storm of criticism that is not yet 
over, The Constitution clipped a 
statement from The Pittsburg Dis- 
patch and laid it asitie for future use. 
The views of The Dispatch are so 
curiously similar to those credited to 
Governor Vardaman that we append 
them hete for comparison: 

The vast majority of the negroes, espe- 
cially those raised in the north, are law- 
abiding and honest. But it does seem 
when, whether through lack of training 
or for some other deficiency, a negro goes 
wrong his temperament leads him into a 
recklessness end flagrancy of crime 
that has few parallels, and suggests a re- 
version to savagery. We emancipated 
the negroes over a generation ago; but 
we are confronted with the question 
whether as a nation we were careful 
enough to provide them with the moral 
education necessary to preserve them 
from rebapse into ignorance of all moral 
laws. 

Similarly, The Philadelphia Record 
expresses a fear that the measures 
faken to disfranchise the negro in 
Maryland wil result in another “Afrt- 
can invasion of this state,” and it 
adds, after more remarks on the same 
line, that “it is quite possible in the 
near future, that the people of this 
state may be oblige to take meas- 
ures to protect themselves against 
further African intrusion.” These ex- 
tracts, taken from two newspapers 
published in a state where the re- 
publican party can have any majority 
that its managers may desire, evi- 
dently express the real] feelings of a 
majority of the northern people. Tney 
are fond of the negro and they sym- 
pathize with him—at a distance; but 
at close quarters—well, that is dif- 
ferent. 

In all the circumstances, it is fair 
to say that the recent developments 
of negrophobia in Springfield, Ohio, 
are very depressing to those who 
have been believing all along that the 
press of the country, north and west, 
represents the real views of the peo- 
ple. We shall not follow the ex- 
ample of that press, and declare that 
the temper of the people of Spring- 
field shows that the north swarms 
with negro-hunters and negro slayers. 
We shall only tell the simple truth 
and say that such an example of 
wholesale injustice is never seen or 
heard of in southern communities as 
large and as progressive as that of 
Springfield, Ohio, may be said to be. 

Most of our readers will remember 
an episode in Atlania, where a negro 
criminal, avoiding arrest, barricaded 
himself in a house, and with a win- 
chester rifle, which he used as an 
expert, defied the law and the com- 
munity. We do not care to refer to 
the record to show how much dam- 
age this criminal did; it is enough 
to say that whoever came within the 
range of his gun simply took his life 
in his hands. If this episode had 
happened in a northern town, it is 
natural to suppose, after the maifes- 
tations at Springfield, that every ne- 
gro in the community would have con- 
sidered his life to be in danger; but 
it was not so in Atlanta. The ne- 
groes here went about their business 
as usual, and not one of them had the 
slightest idea that they or their fami- 
lies were in danger. The criminai's 
whole attitude and temper were sutl- 
ficiently new to any recent experi- 
ence of our people, but the mistake 
of holding other members of his race 
responsible for his conduct was not 
made. 

There may be race prejudice at the 
south, but there igs no such thing as 
race hatred, such as must necessarily 
exist where perfectly innocent ne- 
groes are made to suffer because one 
of their number has killed a white 
man. There have been several such 
exhibitions at the north, but never 
one at the south. It will be interest- 
ing to observe the comments of our 
northern critics. 


i 
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Professor Triggs and Shakespeare. 

It has now been several weeks 
Since the announcement was made 
that Professor Oscar Lovell Triggs 
had received notice that his services 
would not be required after the pres- 
ent college year, and though we have 
waited patiently for an explanation, 
none has been forthcoming. Even 
the professor himself seems to have 
been left in the-dark as to the cause 
of his dismissal. “I do not know any 
more about it than you do,” he is re 
ported to have said to an emissary of 
the press. “I simply received a letter 
from President Harper telling me that 
my connection with the university 
would not continue after the current 
year, which ends July 1. No explana- 
tions were offered, and I did not ask 
for any.” | 

This only deepens the mystery of 
the proceeding. It has long been a 
matter of common knowledge that the 
faculty of the Chicago university is 
made up of men who are both viva- 
cious and original. They are ready 
to chatter on any known subject, and 
it is said of them, though with what 
truth we know not, that they make it 
a point to hold opinions that either: 
astound or amuse people who cling to 
old ideas. Or it may be that this 
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view is based on certain remarks 
credited to the professor who will 
shortly retire from the universty. 

But for whatever reason, it is cer- 
tain that those who take a passing 
interest in the matfer have helieved 
that Professor Triggs is simply a 
Teader in the university, and that the 
rest of the faculty were all the time 
striving to emulate his bold originali- 
ty. This being so, there will be those 
who are ready to ascribe the retire- 
ment of Professor Triggs to the envy 
and jealousy of his esteemed associ- 
ates. For our part we can well be- 
lieve that the associate professors are 
merely the admirers of their retired 
comrade, and that they are all sin- 
cerely emulous of the notoriety he has 
won. On the other hand, it is pos- 
sible to sympathize with President 
Harper, who evidently feels that it 
is unjust to him and the other mem- 
bers of the faculty to retain the ser- 
vices of a man whose personality is 
so overshadowing. 

In his capacity as specialist in Eng: 
lish, Professor Triggs, on a memor- 
able occasion drew a compariscen be- 
tween the distinguished founder of 
and contributor to the Chicago uni- 
versity and one William Sbakespeare. 
An ordinary professor wceu.d havy 
been so wrapped up in kis specialty 
that he would never have instituted 
such a eomparison, but the Chicago 
professor has a wider outlook and a 
stronger grip on things, and he felt, 
and no doubt still feels, that the 
Chicago standards are as important 
as those of Boston. 

Anyhow, Professor Triggs made it 
clear that William Shakespeare was 
~~ potatoes-and-few-in-the-hill when 
compared to John D. Rockefeller, a 
man who not only knows how to make 
money by the barrel, but how to hold 
to it after it is made. Before the 
display of such tremendous _ gifts 
Professor Triggs stands awed, as well 
he may; but his contemplation of the 
sublime spectacle of a man making 
money by the barrel and holding on 
to it, did not by any means destroy 
hfs gift of gab, and he is said to have 
declared that the intellect of such a 
man as Rockefeller is as highly de- 
veloped and as potent in its way as 
the intellect of Shakespeare ever was. 

There was a tremendous flutter in 
the newspapers after the professor’s 
confession of belief, but, so far as we 
know, he never retracted it or 
changed one word thereof. It was 
supposed that Professor Triggs knew 
his Chicago, as well as his university, 
but it doesn’t pay, ev«ta in this day of 


| progress, for a man to be too original 


or too vivacious. But what will be- 
come of the Chicago university if the 
president insists on retiring all the 
members of the faculty that excite 
the risibles of the public? 


Panama’s Sanitary Problem. 

Surgeon General Wyman has re- 
ceived the report of Surgeon Perry, 
sent to Panama to investigate the 
sanitary condition and needs of the 
isthmus, from which it is apparent 
that the United States will be re- 
quired to spend miilions for the sani- 
tary safety of life before it is hu- 
mane to begin the work of actual 
construction 6n the Panama canal. 

This is as was expected, and, in 
view of the success achieved by our 
government in practically freeing 
Cuba from yellow fever, the task be- 
fore Surgeon General Perry may not 
be such a Herculean one as is feared. 
Doubtless the purification of the canal 
route would be easier had no work 
ever been done on the great water- 
way, for the accumulated wreckage 
of years left by the French construc- 
tors has left a veritable hotbed of 
malignant germs from Colon to the 
rocky backbone of the isthmus. The 
ditch as far as constructed is filled 
with debris, rank undergrowth, slime 
and contaminated by the _ shallow 
graves of thousands of laborers who 
fell victims to the dread fevers and 
bowel disorders endemicwin that 
plague spot. 

The problem of getting the labor 
least subject to malarial and other 
tropical diseases is going to be, per- 
haps, the greatest one connected 
with the whole undertaking. This was 
the French experience, but it is true 
that the French set a much lighter 
value on human life than will Uncle 
Sam when once he rolls up his 
sleeves and prepares to dig. The for- 
mer canal companies did little really 
scientific and thorough work to bet- 
ter the sanitary condition of the right 
of way. They seem to have gone on 
the inhuman principle that lives were 
cheaper than sanitation. 

Already there is talk of employing 
coolie labor if sanitary conditions are 
found to be such that Americans 
cannot work on the isthmus. The 
natives are said to be of little account 
as canal laborers and they seem to 
succumb to disease almost as readily 
as North Americans. 

At any rate, the first thing the 
United States will have to do is to 
clean the canal route “from A to iz- 
zard,” employing the most advanced 
‘sanitary methods. This wil] prob- 
ably involve a good deal of delay in 
getting construction started. 


Fortifying British America. 

The report comes from Seattle that 
Great Britain is hurrying war sup- 
plies, guns and ships to Victoria and 
working to make the capital of British 
Columbia the stronghold of the Pacif- 
ic coast. The work of strengthening 
and extending the fortifications of the 
Canadian ports of the Pacific is said 
to have, been progressing steadily for 
a long time, but since the outbreak of 
hostilities in the Far East the work- 
ers on the fortifications seem to have 
been under hurry orders. 

The value of British Columbia as a 
naval base and strategic point for 


Enugland’s Patific squadron is apparent 


enough in the event of war between 
that power and Russia, and more ob- 
viously in case of war between Brit 
ain and the United States. Until very 
recently no consfderable fortifications 
have been constructed on Canadian 
soil, and our understanding has been 
that the treaty relations between Can- 
ada and the United States made it im- 
possible for strongholds of the kind to 
be built, except conditionally. We 
are certain that such a regulation ex- 
ists with reference to armored vessels 
on the great lakes. 

‘The Buffalo Courier, published on 
the water border, says of the present 
activity of England at Victoria: 

Great Britain is bound to protect Can- 
ada and for a long time has seemed to 
derive little advantage in return, but 
when the world interests of the empire 
are studied it is easy to see the immense 
value of sovereignty over a large part 
of North America, and even if Canada 
wished an entire separation, it is dif- 
ficult to see how the mother country 
could afford consent, So probably it ts 
just as well for their peace of mind that 
the Canadians should continue loyal, al- 
though many of them have of late pro- 
fessed to think their interests are poor- 
ly supported at London. 

In the event of a general European 


war, with the strong naval powers of 
France and Germany arrayed against 
Great Britain, it is likely that the Van- 
couver region would witness some 1m- 
portant naval engagements.

law. He is notified that they are so 
employed in one mill, and there are in- 
timations that children under that age 
are in other mills.

Mechanical Training School.

It will em- 
phasize the training of teachers for rural 
schools, especially as regards industrial 
and agricultural Instruction and in man- 
uel work, and will also train city teach- 
ers, particularly in all lines of handi- 
craft. <A very remarkable development 
along all these’ lines is in progress in 
North Carolina. 

Hard Drinkers Shut Off. 

The managers of the dispensary at 
Raleigh have made a formal request of 
the mayor for the ndmes of all persons 
who have been before him on the charge 
of drunkenness, and will sell these per- 
sons no intoxicants, nor will they per- 
mit, so far they can prevent it, the 
sale of intoxicants to persons who are 
endeavoring to secure them for these 
drunkards. 

Some farmers are urging that there be 
no great Increase in the cotton acreage 
this season, their view being that the 
manipulators will arrange for a big drop 
in prices if there Is anything like a largs 
crop. It is very certain, however, that 
the North Carolina farmers will plant 
all the cotton they can. 

The amount will really be limited only 
by the amount of. labor available. .The 
exodus of negro labor from the state 
continues, and there is no sign of anv 
check of this movement. It is announced 
that ag soon as spring opens the exodus 
of negro laborers to the northern cities, 
for municipal work largely, and also to 
the coal region will be probably increased. 

Tragedy in Robeson.

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®% ANGRY CONGRESSMEN 
DEMAND A PROBING 


Rept of the Overstreet Com- 
mittee Has Caused a Storm 
in the House 


DEMOCRATS WANT 
EVERY FACT KNOWN 


They Tell, the Republicans That 
There Must Be No Mors 
Secrecy in Regard to the 
Scandals in Postal 


Department.

Washington, March 9.—That an investi- 
gation of the postoffice department by 
the house of representatives will result 
from the publication of the report in- 
volving members of congress in that 
connection, was indicated by every e€x- 
pression possible short of a vote in that 
body today. With a whirlwind of protest 
the report wis taken up by indignant 
members, their personal connection with 
it explained and epithets hurled at Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster General Bristow. 

“The Bristow report was concelved in 
iniquity, born in sin and has traveled its 
course until it has struck the public of 
the United States as a great attack upon 
a body of men as free from wrong doing, 
corruption, crime and irregularity as any 
equal number of men on the face of the 
earth.’”’ This was the parting shot of 
Representative Grosvenor, of. Ohio, in 
paying his tribute to the report. 

“That document is the production of a 
Har and a scoundrel,’’ shouted Represen- 
tative Hill, of Connecticut, on making 
an explantion of his connection with cer- 
tain leases. He added that he should 
vote to investigate himself and also the 
fourth assistant postmaster general. 

Overstreet Defends Members. 

“There is nothing in any of it to im- 
pugn any improper motive or conduct 
upon any member of the house,’’ was the 
expression of Chairman Overstreet, of the 
committee, who combatted the idea of an 
investigation. 

Mr. Williams, the democratic leader, 
urged a complete investigation of the 
whole postoffice department and received 
the hearty applause of both sides of the 
house and the galleries, which had filled 
during the discussion. 

It soon was found that the two hours 
which had been allotted to the subject 
was not going to be near enough time 
for the personal! explanations which mem- 
bers were demanding the right to make 
and a motion to extend the debate until 
4 o’clock tomorrow was carried with 
vim. Mr. Overstreet proposed a postpone- 
ment of the discussion until Monday in 
order to give the members more time. Mr. 
Hay, of Virginia: Mr. Finley, of South 
Carolina, and ,others opposed postpone- 
ment. 

Mr. Hepburn, republican, of Iowa, said 
that an investigation of the postoffice de- 
partment woulg not elicit any facts not 
brought out by the committee report. 

“I say an investigation would elicit 
further facts and that these facts have 
been suppressed,’’ retorted Wiliam Alden 
Smith amid loud applause from the floor 
4nd galleries. 


Williams Wants Probing. 

Mr. Williams said he wanted the cor- 
ruption in the postoffice department to be 
investigated not by the friénds of the 
men who have been guilty of corruption, 
but by the house of representatives. 

As to the Hay resolution, Mr. Williams 
said it did not touch the question “that 
s0mebody at the postoffice departmemt 
has somehow included in the report the 
name of man after man in the house of 
representatives and in the senate guilty 
of apparent wrong, guilty of no violation 
of any law, guilty of no moral] obliquity, 
guilty of nothing that bears even the 
1inge of criminality.”” ‘‘What was the mo- 


tive of #? he vigorously 
|‘‘Wiasn’t it to -give the congress notice 
| that the department held something over 
, congress and that congress had better let 
| the department alone?” he inquired. his 
| words being drowned by applause from 
| both sides. 

| Mr. Hay, of Virginia, said he dia not 
,altogether agree with Mr. Williams. “I 
believe there ought to be an investiga- 
tion of the postoffice department ‘and 
along with it an investigation of these 
charges against members.” 

Mr. Cooper, of Wisconsin, declared that 
President Roosevelt had directed the 
prosecution of members of his. own 
party. 

Mr. Moon, of Tennessee, 
republican side. said: 

“These thieves being yours and not ours 
it is for you, not us, to say if they 
shall have your protection.”’ 

Mr. Underwood, of Alabama, said that 
no man who is innocent is afraid to 
face such charges as these. “Rut,” he 
said, “i? a man is guilty he ought to be 
required to appear before the bar of the 
house.” 

Mr. Overstreet then withdrew his mo- 
tion to postpone, and the house proceeded 
to discuss the resolution. 

No Violation of Law. 

Mr. Overstreet referring to the recom- 
mendations made by members of con- 
gress, faid ‘“‘that there was in no in- 
stance any violation 6f any law whatever 
by any member of congress in making 
any recommendation either for increase 
of clerk hire allowance or increase of 
rent of postoffice buildings.” 

The resolution proposes an investiga- 
tion by five members of this body, he 
said, whereas a committee of seventeen 
members representing an equal number 
of states, of both parties in politics which 
has largely had before it in a peope; 
way this information, has ‘unanimously 
reported to the lkouse that there is no 
need for further investigation nor would 
any further investigation elicit aadiuionay 
facts sufficient to change its conclusions, 

Guilty Must Be Exposed. 

Mr. Moon, of Tennessee, insisted that 
there should be an investigation covering 
the postoffice department and everybody 
connected with it, ‘and whoever ig 
wuilty,”” he said, ‘‘whether in this house 
Or in the department should be exposed.” 
The membership of the house being ac- 
cused, he said, was entitled to vindica- 
tion, as were also the department offi- 
clals guilty of no wrong, ‘‘but,”’ he saia, 
“I take it that no sensible man will deny 
that there is anything else but crime run. 
ning all over that department.” 

W. W. Kitchin, of North Carolina, se-

ANTI-JESUIT LAW REPEALED 


Disciples of Loyola May Return to 
Germany. 

Berlin, March 9.—The bundesrath to- 
day assented to the bill, passed by the 
reichstag repealing the anti-Jesuit para- 
graph of the law of July 4, 1872, pro- 
hibiting Jesuits from settling in Germany.

-~To assume that because a woman Is 
‘wealthy and worldly, and may fancy the 
. dogs, and fine horses, she is entirely 
bereft of all feeling for women less for- 
tunate is just about as unjust as to 
judge the spirit of women’s clubs by the 
erratic statements of a few extremists 
among the members. 

With the very far-reaching and practl- 
cal work being accomplished by the 
Young Women’s Christian Association all 
over the world and with the number 
of institutions in Chicago, and elsewhere, 
where the homeless and penniless girl ts a 
Special care it is rather remarkable that 
Mrs. Hodgkinson should have felt oY 
fled In making the statement she did 
under any circumstances.

Paris, March 9.—Owing to the reports 

©f a hitch in the Panama canal nego- 
tiations, Ambassador Porter invited Pres- 
ident. Bo to call at the embassy, where 
, they held a lengthy conrerence today. 
“M. Bo maintained that there is not 
;the slightest obstacle to the completion 
, of the transfer of the canal company 
property to the United States. He add- 
ed that when Messrs. Cromwell and Rus- 
(sell arrive here the company’s expert, 
+ who recently returned to Paris ‘from 
|Panama and is familiar with all the 
;company’s property there, will be assign- 
ied to join them, go over the inventories 
, fully and execute the details of the trans- 
: fer. 
' M. Bo particularly emphasized the need 
| for concluding the transfer before April 
(25, saying that every formality, legal 
,and otherwise, -vould be effected before 
that date. 


Concerning the suits against the com- : 


pany, M. Bo explained that the one in- 
, volving Colombia’s right to hold shares in 
“the company was only a question be- 
tween Colombia and the company, the 
United States not being directly or in- 
directly interested. Relative to the suit 
seeking to prevent the company from 
transferring its concession on the ground 
‘that Colombia .has not given her assent, 
-M. Bo. maintained that the requirement 
‘of securing Colombia's assent ceasefl 
‘when her sovereignty over the canal 
route passed from Colombia to Panama. 
Furthermore, M. Bo said the governmen- 
fal and legal authorities were ready to 
cooperate and facilitate the transfer. 


At the foreign office it was stated that 
no information ha@ been received there in 
regard to the reported appeal of the 
bondholders of the old company. Gov- 
ernment influences are decidedly favor- 
able to winding up the transfer and will 
not encourage new protests or obstacles. 

Colombia is Fighting. 

Paris, March 9.—The case of Colombia 
against the Panama Canal Company 
came up today before the first chamber 
of the tribunal of the Seine, M. Ditte 
presiding. There are two cases before 
the court, the first seeking to prevent 
the ‘ransfer of the canal concession tv 
the United ‘States and the other relative 
to the right of Colombia to held shares 
in the company. The arguments today 
were upon the first case. Both sides 
were represented by a strong array of 
counsel. The opening argument in behalf 
of Colombia was made by Maitre Gaston 
Bruno. 

He cited the original concession re- 
quiring the express authorization of Co- 
lombia before any transfer could be 
vaHd and asserted that Panama did not 
now exist as a free and independent 
state, but was simply a revolutionary 
organization. Moreover, the rights which 
Colombia acquired under the terms of 
the original concession were inalienable 
and could not be taken up by Panama, 
even if a regular government existed. 
Meitre DeBuit, one of the foremost ad- 
vocates in the Humbert proceedings, ar- 
gued for the company. He insisted on 
the regularity of the organization of the 


government of Panama, declared all the | 


rights of Colombia had been extinguished 
and said the company was bound to rec. 
ognize the condition of superior force 
which transferred the sovereignty over 
the canal route from Colombia to Pan- 
ama. 

Counsel for Bonaparte Wyte, the orig- 
inal concessionaire, and M. Raymond, 
in behalf of Colombia as a shareholder, 
were also heard.

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VOTERS QUALIFY 
FOR PRIMARIES 


Registration Promises To Qe 


Heaviest in Country's History 


County Registrar Stewart Expects 
Registration to Reach 15,000 
Before the Books Close. 
Average at Present is 
About 500 a Day. 


Fulton county voters are beginning, to 
register in a Hvely manner for the 
state and county primary on April 20 
and for other elections for the year, and 
Tax Collector A. P. Stewart stated yes- 
terday afternoon that the présent in- 
dications point to the greatest registra- 
tion in the hisory of the county. Mr. 
Stewart expects the total registration to 
£90 to 15,000. 

The books will close on April 10 and 
with the closing a month Off, the voters 
are registering at the rate of about 
100 a day. It is expected that this 
daily average will be matertally in- 
creased during the next few weeks, and 
that for several days preceding the clos- 
ing of the books a veritable run will 
De made on Mr. Stewart’s office by 
citizens anxious to qualitfy to cast a 
ballot. 

The total registration since the first 
of the year, the date on which the books 
were opened, it is stated, is about 6,000. 
The office of the tax collector is present- 
ing a lively scene these days and the 
attaches of the office are kept busy at- 
tending to those who desire to sign the 
voter’s oath. Mr. Stewart has taken 
an additional step in an effort to swell 
the registration by sending Captain 
Amos Baker, of his office force, dn a 
tour of fhe factories, shops and other 
places where large numbers of men are 
employed, to register them, as numbers 
of the men might not be able to get to 
the office before the books close. 

Mr. Stewart states that if all of the 
men in Fulton county who are qualified 
to register would do so the tota) registra- 
tion would reach 20,000 or more, which 
means that several thousand citizens 
mever avail themselves of the privilege 
of the ballot, although they are entitled 
to such. It is also stated that if all 
men who shouid pay taxes and Vote 
would do so the. registration figures 
would go to 30,000 or 35,000. The ne- 
groes of the county could register 10,000 
easily, it is stated, while on an aver 
age this registration does not reach 
2,000.

How the Latter Rebuked an Officer 
After Visit from the Former. 


(From The Louisville Courier-Journal.) 

Major D. W. Sanders, of this city, is 
one. of the few men now living in Ken- 
tucky who are familiar with the youth 
of Bishop Tnomas U. Dudley, who was 
buried yesterday with a tributte of high 
regard from almost every one in the city. 
Bishop Dudley was a member of the 
State guard in Virginia just before the 
civil war ‘broke out, and he was a mem- 
ber of the company which was detailed 
to guard John Brown, after he was cap- 
tured at Harpers Ferry. 

“It was in the winter of !859,"’ said 
Major Sanders last, “and the whole 
south was in a fever of indignation at 
the attempt which John Brown had made 
to provoke an uprising among tle ne- 
groes. Bishop Dudley was a member of 
the military company detailed by Gov- 
ernor Henry Wise, of Virginia, to guard 
the Harpers Ferry jail while old Ossawa- 
tomie Brown was incare«rated there. He 
guarded the jail during the entire confine- 
ment of the famous prisoner, and escort- 
ed him from the jail to the gallows. 

“While the military company was on 
duty Bishop Dudley had occasion to en- 
ter the cell of John Brown. Although 
in the presence of a man Whom he had 
every right to regard as an enemy, Bish- 
op Dudley demeaned himself in a gentle- 
manly and suave manner, and did not 
seek to insult the man whom*he was 
guarding. Soon the young soldier was 
followed into the cell by a commission- 
er officer.

LAWSUIT IS 21 YEARS OLD. 


It Is Over a Bull Killed by Railroad 
Train in Missouri. 


(From The American Lega] News.) 

The famous case of Thomas EF. Sub- 
lette against the Iron Mountain and 
Southern Rallroad Company for injury 
to a bull, which has been jin all the 
courts of Missouri since its vagitution 
over twenty years ago, came up again at 
Clayton. It was presented to Judge Me- 
Elhinney, of the circuit court, in the 
form of documentary evidence, and was 
taken under advisement vy him. 

Twenty-one years and one month ago 
Mr. Sublette obtaiped judgment in a 
justice of the peace in Adair county 
for $75. The sult was brought to re- 
rover damages to a young bull belonging 
to the plaintiff, which was struck by 
an engine of the railroad. 

The railroad company took an appeal 
to the circuit court of Adair county, 
where the suit was dismissed. 

After the dismissal from the circuft 
court in 1883 Mr. Sublette took It to tha 
supreme court of Missouri, which trans- 
ferred it to the Kansas City court of 
appeals. This body sent the case back to 
the Adair county circuit court, where aq 
new procedure was begun to recover the 
amount of judgment given by the justice 
of the peace court. 

In 1894 the: case was transferred from 
Adair county to St. Louis county, and 
from Clayton it went to the St. Louis 
court of appeals. It was sent back for 
retrial on reversal of judgment. 

An execution was fssued, and infunce 
tion was taken out to stay the execution, 
which was also taken to the court of 
appeals, and which was sustained. 

A new suft was then brought on the 
original judgrrent, was mistried once and 
was brought back into court again by 
Judge McElhinney granting a new trial. 

Theematter of granting a new trial was 
also taken to the higher courts and sus- 
tained. This was the proceeding which 
brought & up to October 30.

THE HOUR OF THE PINK TICKET IN JAPAN.

HE first of the letters from Mr. Palmer printed in this issue, and dated February 6, was written jyst before the out- 
[ break of war. It tells of the silent, quick preparations making two days before Admiral Togo torpedoed the Russian 


ships at Port Arthur. 


The second letter, written after the war was assured, describes an interview with Field Mar- 


shal Yamagata; while the other letter (third in order here, but the first written) throws an interesting light on the con- 
ditions preceding the final breaking of diplomatic relations, 


OKIO, Japan, February 6.—Rumors 
7 {instead of hours have marked the 
passage of the days of waiting. You 
tighten the matinspring for a new lot 
when you wound your watch at night. 
This afternoon came a rumor unlike the 
‘othegs. definite in shape, electric in 
ranscnission from lip to lip, having the 
magnetic force of truth: ‘‘Komura has 
sent for De Rosen. It has come.’’ Though 
the words came from your servant, you 
believed them as readily as you believe 
en earthquake shock that you feel. To- 
nieht the whole nation knows that nego- 
tiations are at an end and Dloodshed {fs 
about to begin. The vears of expectancy 
have culminated in the decisive step. The 
patient government has at last given the 
word, Where are the crowds? Why is 
there no cheering? Doubtless more people 
are watching the bulletin in London and 
New York than here. ‘“‘Think of Picca- 
dilly or Broadway on such a night,” says 
the foreigner. In Japan there is little 
to see, little to hear. There is everything 
to feel. Two theories which you at home 
may have from this description you 
would never have here. There {s no 
apathy; there is no doubt or fear, Instead 
of going abroad to gather in public places 
and shout, the Japanese go to the houses 
of their friends and eit over their hiba- 
chis (eharcoal burners) and talk little— 
very little. They know that there ts to 
be war. and that is enough. It is the war 
that they have prayed for—almost a holy 
war. 

Throughout the land today and yester- 
Gay a snower of pink tickets has fallen. 
Kach one called a man out of a kimono 
into a tunic, out of getas into military 
shoes, It said, according to Japanese 
logic: “The mikado has given you Iife; 
now-ho ecails upon you to give it back.” 
‘There is no weeping at the farewell. I 
taw a reservist parting with his family 
at the railroad station tonight. He came 
in with his little boy,  olive-skinned, 
round-faced, smiling—a live Japanese doll 
of three vears—thrown over his shoulders. 
The women folk formed’ the inner 
circle. The men the _ outer. circle. 
In the center of such a group the soldier 
in his Occidental uniform seemed to be- 
long to a world apart. There was no 
weeping; for years they had expected 
him to go, and now he was going. He 
smiled and they smiled at the parting— 
a variation of that Japanese smile which 
says: “‘We are sad and try to show that 
#e are not by being merry.” 

Yesterday there were no signs of prep- 
aration; toflay there have been signs 
everywhere for those who would see 
them. On the parade-ground, and fn other 
public places, officers with little note- 
vooks, hundreds of coolies, and loads of 
fimber suddenly appeared. They settled 
down to their tasks as if it were the 
routine of every day. There was little 
shouting, no seeming hurry, no oaths 
snatching order out of confusion. The or-

INTERVIEW IS GFaNTED 
BY THE FIELD MARSHAL 
Tokio, February 7.—This morning, after 
Tokio had slept one night on the fact 
of actual war, it was my good fortune to 
talk with Field Marshal 
Marquis Yamagata, the man bejind the 
ebinet, who, more than any other, is 
responsible for the step Japan has taken. 
The appointment with him had first been 
made for a week ago. When the day set 
arrived, the genro were hastily summon- 
ed to one of their urgent sittings, and 
in the language of his secretary, his ex- 
cellency was ‘‘very busy.’’ From the mo- 
ment when. negotiations were broken off 
and war preparations were openly cir- 
ried on throughout the land the elder 
statesmen had a breathing space.

All the cronies of his age see 
the recruit into the army, and see the 
recruit become reservist back into it 
again. The parting with his wife or his 
mother or his sweetheart !s usually at 
che doorstep. 

If you iooked away from the soldiers 
and the policemen on the beat, at the 
shops with their sliding screens pushed 
back, making windows and doors end 
show windows and show room into one; 
at the ideographic signs and the garb of 
the daily workers, either nearby or in the 
fields, the vista still had everything in 
common with the Japan of forty years 
ago, which knew no world but her own. 
It was strange that on this morning of 
all mornings I was going to see the man 
I was. He had grown to manhood under 
a regime as different from ours as that 
ot the Chinese from the ancient Greeks. 
As a youth, if he had cut off his queue, 
he would have been debased, from his 
rank as a gentleman. If he had at- 
tempted to leave his native country he 
would have suffered death, which the 
Shogun thought a fit punishment for a 
crime against the isolation which was the 
gospel of the land. _L 

His first experience of war was as & 
feudal swordsman clad in armor, who 
fought according to the Japanese coun- 
terpart of the etiquette of the knights of 
the Round Table. Clan warfare, the only 
kind known, was then the privilege of 
the few, like private yachts. A gentleman 
born (a samurai!) alone had the right to 
bear arms. (Often in these letters I shall 
refer to that term samurai. Until you 
know ft, and the chivalry, courage, pride 
and stoicism that it stood for, you can 
in no wise understand how it is that this 
suddenly transformed Oriental people to- 
day cross the seas to fight on its own

ground the Russian empire). A farm la- 
borer in those days was as far from the 
right to bear arms as a longshoreman !s 
from a bishopric. Yet this Yamagata has 
lived to lead one army, whose soldiers 
were composed of all classes and ermed 
with modern rifies, in a victorious foreign 
war; and he may yet take the fleld in an- 
other and infinitely geater one, when the 
forty waiting transports (improvised from 
steamers) sNall carry an army of three or 
four hundred thousand men to Korea and 
Manchuria. 

If I had gone to see him forty years 
ago—when I could not have gone unless 
I had been a Japanese, and worn a queue 
and two swords—we should have sat on 
mats with our legs crossed, in houses 
without windows, doors, or chairs. Pro- 
found would have been our bows, dell- 
cately worded our compliments. Today, 
I drove into a tree-studded yard that 
was entirely Japanese, surrounding a 
stone and stucco building which was dis- 
tinctly occidental. (The Japanese have 
found our houses more comfortable, if 
less artistic, than their own. Their syl- 
van effects they most wisely retain.) I 
Was ushered into a reception room that 
might be that of a well-to-do person 
with distinction of taste at home. Yama-

It was Yamagata the country ggntle- 
man, the etatesman, not Yamagata the 
soldier, whom I saw; this slight, elderly 
man in a frock coat, with his bronzed 
face, his high cheekbones, his goog hu- 
mored eyes, and hair turning gray, in 
his person bringing one nearer to the 
modern Japan, than any other man. His 
secretary, Mr. Nakayama, who inter- 
preted for us, is a Harvard graduate. 
But he is young and born to this regime; 
he has about him the air of the Occ!- 
dent. The marquis belongs at once tc 
this regime and to the one before. As 
we sipped our ceremonial tea, he talked 


of the war which was only sixteen hours — 


old; the war on which he had staked his 
reputation; the war which meant to his 
people more than their political future— 
their future as individuals. He spoke 
of it as simply and as calmly as if war 
were an everyday affair. Nothing In 
the shrewd face showed that he had been 
under continuous strain for weeks. 

I spoke to him of the two things which 
made me marvel most. The first was thea 
organization into a united, thoroughly 
disciplined army of classes which former- 
ly had never associated; of clans that had 
always been at the sword's point; of the 
‘groups’ of friends ever ready to hbe- 
come factions.

nese of 1850. The army, absorbing all 
clan rights, seems today one man and 
one mind, keeping its secrets as one. How 
was this brought about? I wanted to 
hear the explanation from the field mar- 
shal who had seen the army rise from 
the first companies that threw away 
their bows and arrows for rifles. There 
was the Oriental deprecation of self in 
his answer, which left me knowing lit- 
the more than before. He seemed a lit- 
tle surprised that the success had been 
®0 manifest to foreigners. It had been 
very difficult to a field marshal’s high 
ideas of discipline, to make Japanese of- 
ficers and men realize the spirit of mili- 
tary unity as they should. 


“The spirit of corps that keeps military 
&ecrets seems perfect,” I suggested. 

“Not entirely,” he said gently. *‘Some 
will talk when they ought not to. Our 
newspapers, too, are far from being as 
careful as they should be. Rather than 
know everything in due time, they want 
to publish something ‘before any one 
else. They are rot yet enough advanced 
to be discreet.’’ 

This morning the greatest of néewspa- 
per mornings, al] that appeared w#s the 
Official statement of the negotiations, 
with Japan's reasons for breaking them 
off. There was nothing about the mobili- 
zation or what troops were here or being 
aE etrene “ret tages the government had 

nis what it would and 
would not permit to be published. The 
great reason for the rise of a united army 
lies in the inherent respect of the Japa- 
nese for law, for the mikado, for the no- 
bility and for the mikado’s counselors. 

To my second question, the answer was 
more enlightening to the foreigner who 
comes to Japan as the Japanese go 
abroad, bristling with question marks. 

“If you will look at the geographical 
position of Korea you will see that it is 
like a poniard pointing at the heart of 
Japan,”’ said the marquis. ‘‘Iy Korea is 
occupled by a foreign power, the Japan 
fea Ceases to be Japanese and the Korean 
&traits are no loager in our control. Our 
public men are of many parties, not of 
two only, as are yours in America. Our 
cabinets are the product of coalitions, 
which, for the time ‘being, seem to his 
majesty and the legislative power best 
to serve the interest of the coun- 
try. Foreign policy is a thing en- 
tirely apart. In the consideration 
of Korea ord Manchuria, all 
men of al] parties needed only patriotism 
to realize the singleness of our interests. 
Whatever cabinet was in power continued 
the policy of its predecessor, and the 
policy of all on a question which put the 
very life of our nation at stake, So our 
unchanging attitude from the outset of 
our disagreement with. Russia hag been 
‘natural and inevitable, In its negotia- 
tions, the government has patiently kept 
the hope of peace in view. No agitation 
prejudicial to calm deliberation has been 
permitted A society organized against 
Russia was suppressed. Our demands 
were clear and unfaltering. We had to 
deal with an enemy whose methods were 
those of evasion and hypocrisy, to whom 
delay meant advantage.” 

This war completes the chain of Japan's 
calculations. It represents the third pe- 
riod in the forwarding of her high am- 
hitions. First, when foreign fleets opencd 
her ports oy force, she set ott to make 
those interna) reforms and to organize 
an army on modern  0oprinciples which 
should guarantee her safety. As a mon- 


ument of the initia] step, the old forts 
built after Perry’s coming still stand 
in Tokio bay. The diplomacy of such men 
as Ynmsgata, with the construciive home 
policy of Ito, went hand in hand w'th 
military organization, in which the fear 
of India’s fate was the ‘‘battle cry of 
clans to sink their differences.’’ But 
still the foreigners in the treaty ports 
lived under their own laws. The second 
step Wag the Chino-Japanese war, when 
the world expected to see the giant crush 
the midget under his thumb, and instead 
saw the mite faise the flag of victory 
over the giant’s belly. It was then, by 
the weapons with which place Is won, 
that Japan forced herself into a position 
of power among the family of nations. 
Extra-territoriaJity ceased; foreigners 
are paw under Japanese law. The Japan- 
ese people, thanks to the combination of 
Russia, Germany and France, had to see 
the territory which they had won by 
their blood fall to the lot of Russia's 
‘glacial approach.” 

The third period is at hand. Its task 1s 
commensurate with the reward it offers. 
By her arins, Japan must win a place 
for her corigeated pupulation across the 
seas, with the prospect of becoming one 
of the greatest of world powers. It shows 
how long human life may -be in the 
chazuges and the deeds it may cOmpass 
that the samurai ‘before me had lived 
through the two periods to help precipi- 
tate the third. Yet the explanation is 
not so difficult. A highly clvilized race 
Was simply transformed from fighting 
with swords to fighting with small-bore 
rifles and. battleships; from heralds tc 
rewspapers; from hand:to machine looms.

SAYS DEAD MAN 


I HER HUSBAND 


Mrs. Matthew Burge Will Have 
Dead Body Exhumed, 


Man Who Was Found Dead in the 
Woods Near New Hope 
Church, Is Believed to 
Be Matthew Burge, 

Who Is Missing. 


The man who was found dead in the 
woods 8 miles from the city last Satur- 
day afternoon, and who was believed to 
be J. W. Manning, is now said to be 
Matthew Burge, of 95 Foundry street. It 
ig probable that the body will be ex- 
humed, as Mrs. Burge wishes it done so 
She can satisfy herself whether or not 
the dead man is really her husband. 

Relatives of J. W. Manning state posi- 
tively that the dead man is not he, as 
Manning was in the city yesterday. 

Mrs. Burge read accounts of the finding 
of the dead body and the description 
given made her believe the dead man 
was her husband. Burge left his home 
in February and was found by a police- 
man wandering about the streets in a 
demented condition. His family could not 
be located and he was sent to the county 
alms house He escaped from there last 
week and has not since been seen or 
heard of. 

Mrs. Burge says her husband had a full 
beard and a scar on his wrist, and the 
dead man hed such a beard and scar. 

So firmly ccnvinced is Mrs. Burge that 
her husband is dead and buried that she 
has called upon friends to ask them to 
help her raise enough money to have 
the dead body exhumed. She called upon 
her pastor, Dr. A. C. Ward, and he felt 
convinced that her story was true and 
assisted her financially. 

Before the body is exhumed a permit 
will have to be obtaineg from the board 
of health and the coroner must be present. 

Is Certain He Is Her Husband. 

“I am positive,” said Mrs. Burge last 
night, while talking about the matter, 
“that the man who was found dead 
in the woods is my husband. The descrip- 
tion given is exactly that of Mr. Burge. 
My husband was not of sound mind and 
wandered from home. He was sent to 
the alms house wnder a misunderstand- 
ing. He was 68 years of age and I am 
told that is about the age of:the dead 
man. My husband had a scar on his 
wrist and a full beard, just as the man 
found in the woods had. I am going to 
have the body exhumed. I am not able 
to defray the expense myself and some 
of my friends will help me.’’ 

The man at first supposed to be Man- 
ning and now believed to be Burge was 
found in the woods near New Hope 
church last Saturday afternoon. It was 
thought a murder had been committed, 
but the coroner's jury decided that the 
man had died from exposure and hunger. 

No one was found who,could identify 
the body until after the inquest and then 
{t was said he was J. W. Manning. 
Manning is not dead. The exhuming of 
the body will clear up the matter.

BIG HAUL BY TWO OFFICERS. 


Several Distilleries in Cherokee Coun- 
ty Destroyed. 

Marietta, Ga., March 9.—(Special.)— 
Deputy Collectors W. E. Crockett and 
E. J. Hinton made one of the biggest 
hauls on “moonshine” distilleries on the 
morning of the 8th, near O’Neals, in 
Cherokee county, that has been made 
for a long time in this district. The raid 
was a completg success, with the excep- 
tion of taking the operators into custody. 

Six distilleries, five of them with com- 
plete outfits and in full running order, 
evidently intended to be: operated again 
in the morning where they were left the 
night previous, with a large quantity of 


beer on hand and ready for distillation, 


were seized and completely destroyed.
